You've just finished the Coast to Coast 
US tour. How did that go? 

It went well. It was hard work and we kind 
of knew it was going to be, which is why 
we Said it was the last time we're doing it. 

A month on a bus is not really anybody's 
idea of fun when you're getting on a bit. You 
absolutely love it when you're in your 20s, 
but not so much these days. It’s not the last 
time we'll play in America, but it’s just the 
last time we'll do it to that degree. Having 
said that, it went pretty well, there were 
some really memorable nights and it was 
nice to get to see those places again, but I’m 
done with not sleeping for a month.

Unfortunately, Robin was one of the “Elbit 
who were arrested and are being 
charged with blackmail, criminal damage, 
and burglary. The political trial was seen 
as nothing more than an attempt to 
silence any opposition to the government's 
initiatives and attempted to use the “Elbit 
Eight” as examples of harsh punishment. 
However, justice prevailed and the “Elbit 
Fight” were acquitted! 


The arrest has galvanized The Restarts’ fan 
base, who see Robin’s ordeal as emblematic
